2. Description of agency action: Adoption of the Loomis NRCA Management Plan. The plan fulfills requirements
outlined in the Memorandum of Clarificationsigned on December 16, 1998 by Northwest Ecosystem Alliance and the
Department of Natural Resources, and the Natural Resources Conservation Areas (NRCA) Act, RCW 79.71.

3. Description of proposal (if not covered by (2)):

The Loomis NRCA Management Plan includes management goals and actions for ecosystems, wildlife habitat and
public use to coordinate conservation of natural features and public use. In addition to low-impact public use (hiking,
nature study, photography, research etc.), traditional uses of the Loomis forest; snowmobiling,equestrian activitiesand
livestock grazing are included in the managementplan as allowed uses. The traditionaluses are permitted to meet the
requirements of the 1998 Memorandum of Clarification.

The Loomis NRCA consists of two parcels adjacent to the Loomis State Forest, just south of the U.S.- Canada border in
